A 
the time Grossman, who could no 
swim, was standing In the bow of th 
boat. When the swift current carrlec 
the boat against the boom he wa 
pitched out. He endeavored to catct 
hold of the log boom but was thrown 
completely over it.

friends jumped In and attempted t 
rescue him and although 'one wa 
able to grasp him the swift curren 
prevented a rescue. 


The body was carried with the cur 


rent down stream and later in th 
slack water near shore the body wa 
hooked by Lewis Dyer of High Falls 
one of those grappling.

Total Eclipse of Moon 


Tonight for the Nation 


New York, July 15 yp)__The en- 


tire I'nited States has the main 
seat tonicht for a total eclipse of 
the moon—the first for the whole 
country since 1927. 


No one will have to stay up all 


night, and most folks won't have 
to bo up even late to see this 
eclipse 


The curving edge of the earth's 


black shadow will cut into the side 
of the moon at 10.12 p m., east- 
ern standard time. 


That is the moment when the 


moon touches a black cone, the 
earth's 
shadow, which 
extends 


about 
860,000 
miles 
out 
into 


space. 
The moon will enter this 


cone at a 
point 
about 
226,000 


miles out. 


It will take the moon 57 min- 


utes to pass completely into this 
black 
shadow 
cone. From 
the 


earth this will be seen 
as the 


earth's shadow, a round disc far 
bigger than 
the 
moon, 
moving 


across the Lunar race until the 
moon is completely engulfed 


At 11.09 p. m., eastern standard 


time, the shadow will completely 
cover the moon. 
It will remain 


covered for an hour and 41 min- 
utes 
The time necessary to pass 


through the black cone. 


The moon may. or may not, be 


completHy 
invisible during 
the 


hour and 41 minutes. Sometimes 
it is seen faintly as a dark, copper 
colored disc, reflecting red rays of 
the sun, which bend around the 
edges of the earth so far that they 
fall on the darkened moon.

D. Boyd Devendorf, president of 


the New York State Rural School 
Improvement Society, Identified him- 
splf as one who for many years has 
studied "education as well as educa- 
tional control and policies."

of places had been more expensive 
and taken away power and "home 
rule privileges" to give it to Albany 
wlltlclang.

According to a statement made by 


Mr. Devendorf, a state-wide opinion 
rom people in rural districts on the 
juestion of centralized schools was 
aken, showing the verdict of the 
people was against them.

schemed" in an attempt to jam 
through the State Legislature a bill 
forcing state-wide centralization at 
once, not even to require the district 
sanction but to be arbitrary to the 
wishes of the State Board of Supervi- 
sors. 
Over 100 prominent colleges, 


educators and university professors 
represented In "the legislature Insist- 
ed on Its immediate adoption. This 
bill would among other provisions, 
empower the central school board to 
Issue bonds on all districts even though 
the qualified voters were against the 
proposal. It is, said Mr. Devendorf, an 
"attempt to legalize stealing of funds 
from the pockets of the people."

For Hay Fever 


New York, July H—That people j 


who gutter from hay fever In summer 
are more susceptible than others to 
common colds in winter, but if treat- 
ed with pollen extract for hay fever 
hey show greater Immunity to colds 
ater, was stated here-today as a re- 
sult of obiervationi made over a 
icrlod of six years at Beth Israel 
iospltal. 


In a report published In the July 


15 Issue of the New York State Jour- 
nal of Medicine, Dr. Louis Sternberp. 
who made the study among patients 
at the hospital, says: 
"The author 


has reviewed the .histories of 200 
reated cages of hay fever observed 
rom 1 to 6 years, and finds that 53 
gave a. previous history of frequent 
colds usually in winter. 
After their 


irst seasonal or perennial course of 
:reatment with pollen extract, 36 of 
:he 53 stated that they had been re- 
ieved of head colds throughout the 
winter months following tlfcir treat- 
ments. 
Of. this total number. 25 


were sensitive to ragweed, 8 to timo- 
thy, and 3 to both ragweed and timo- 
thy. 
The 17 cases not relieved of 


winter colds did not have much re- 
ief from the pollen injections. 


"The reason." states Dr. Stern- 


berg, "for this apparent immunity to 
he infection known as the common 
cold is not now known. 
It is pre- 


sented as a clinical fact that remains 
to be explained. That those suffer- 
ng. from hay fever or asthma are 
generally more subject to upper res- 
jiratory infections, than other indi- 
viduals Is a well known fact, but few 
among the numerous publications on 
the 'common cold' have ever men- 
tloned how these colds are influenced 
•>y pollen treatment in hay fever sub- 
lects."

which stretched along the sea coast 
And here Is the significance of Its 
lilcmltkmlon as the "flose of Sharon," 
that It wns closely related to the nup- 
tial ceremonies In Palestine. 


The narcissus bloomed at Sharon !•• 


the symbol of eternal love. Based on 
thnt legend, the narcissus became the 
bridal flower of Hebrew maidens, the 
emblem of pure nml eternal devotion. 
At all marriage feasts It was promi- 
nent, and Its perfume was described 
by one of the Idibbls as "the link that 
binds the mortal and Immortal loves."

Designing Pottage Stamps 


Receive* Much Attention 


Since a postage stamp expresses an 


obligation of the government, the same 
aa currency or a bond, great care is 
usually given the creation of a new 
stamp, says a writer In the Los An- 
geles Times. 
Th« subject of the 


stamp Is usually selected by the offi- 
cials, who turn the work of preparing 
the designs over to one or more artists 
who are specialists in bank-note and 
stamp work. 


Designing a stamp Is not easy for 


an? artist. The design must show the 
subject clearly, without too much de- 
tail to be lost In reduction. -It must 
have balance, harmony, and b« pleas- 
Ing to the eye when reduced. The in- 
scriptions must be worked into the de- 
sign In such a way as to express the 
value, and perhaps the use of the 
stamp. In an efficient way without de- 
stroying the artistic arrangement 


Finally color must be considered, for 


a design attractive In one color may 
beKlmpossibie in-another, and-color Is 
sometimes determined by use and pre- 
cedent -rather than for art 
Not all 


stamps measure up to these specifica- 
tions, but many do. 


The artists submit sereral designs; 


alterations are made, some are dis- 
carded, and finally one is selected. A 
die in- the actual stamp size Is usually 
made and impressions are taken in 
various colors. Often. If the issue Is 
important, plates are prepared and 
proofs taken. If no further change is 
raade these Impressions become known 
as proofs. If the design is not adopt- 
ed, they are known as essays.

But Italy and 


Abyssinia have been on the worst

100,000 Ethiopians annihilated an 
Italian army of 17,000. 


Quiet Reigned. 


That fatal battle of Adua resulted 


in Italy's temporary 
abandonment 


of her desire to advance into Abys- 
sinia. 
A period of quiet followed 


that lasted until 1911. Within that 
interval 
the 
Anglo-French-Italian 


treaty of 1906 - was 
signed giving 


each country certain spheres of in- 
fluence In Ethiopia and guarantee- 
ing the independence of that nation. 


There also was signed, in 1908. a 


treaty between Italy and Ethiopia 
whereunder the two countries were 
to delimit 
the 
frontiers between 


Ethiopia and Italy's two colonies in 
Eastern Africa, Eritrea and Italian 
Somaliland. always a source of con- 
troversy. 
The -delimitation wae be- 


gun In 1911 *y a mixed commission 
•but stopped after only a ehort strip 
of frontier in Somaliland 
had been 


agreed upon. The Italian.) laid the 
breakdown to the lack of good will 
on the part of the Ethiopians. 


In 1911 began the series of border 


incidents that have continued up to 
today. 
Each maintains that these 


have been caused by tribes from the 
other's territory daehing across the 
border to capture natives for slavery 
and livestock and food. 


The Treaty of 1925.

port. 
Italy and 


Ethiopia were to 
construct jointly

Treaty Collapsed. 


The treaty would have given each 


country what it wanted most—Italy, 
economic domination 
in Ethiopia; 


Ethiopia, an outlet to the Red Sea— 
but like all Italo-Abyseiniaan agree- 
ments it broke down. The road~was 
never -built; Aesab never was used 
ae a free port by the Ethiopians. 


The collapse of the treaty of 1928 


has been cited as one of the main 
causes of the present conflict. 
In- 


stead of getting economic .penetra- 
tion in Ethiopia, Italy saw hersell 
ever more excluded as Haile Selas- 
sie turned to other markets for ex- 
port and import. Since Ethiopia is 
the hinterland of the two East Afri- 
can colonies, these possessions' were 
without a feeding ground.
